Exceſs and Idleneſs are the great Foun- 
dation of Diſtempers, and wide are the 
Gates by which they introduce the Pa- 
tient to his long Home. Temperance 
and Exerciſe are therefore the neceſſary 
Means of eſtabliſhing and preſerving 
Health, Nor is Temperance. confined | 
to the Articles of Food and Liquids, but 
includes Moderation in Sleep, in all bo- 
dily Pleaſures, and in Exerciſe itſelf, To 
theſe we muſt add a Compoſure and 
Tranquility of Mind, the Uſe of the Fleſh- 
Bruſh as often as due Exerciſe cannot be 
complied with, and that Cleanlineſs which 
is acquired by frequent Waſhings and 
Bathings. Theſe Cautions, well obſerved, 
will do much for him towards the Pre- 
vention of theſe Diſeaſes. But with all 
7 + 
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his Care 4 muſt not expect a total Ex- 


emption from Complaints. We have 


therefore compiled for his Uſe, the moſt 


judicious, and at the ſame Time the ea- 
ſieſt Methods of Cure which could be ſe- 
lected from the moſt approved Au- 
thorities. We have given their Hiſtory, 


where we imagined it might be uſeful, 


and inſtructed him to diſtinguiſh and 


judge of Diſeaſes. In a Multitude of 


Caſes the neceſſitous Perſon, for whoſe 
Relief we have been chiefly ſolicitous, 
may collect as well as compound his Me- 
dicines for himſelf, and may in all aſcer- 


tain the preciſe and proper Quantity; how 


long they are to be continued; and the 
Regimen or Manner of living to be com- 


plied with. He will not, we truſt, act 


ſo prepoſterouſly as to contemn ſuch Re- 
medies, becauſe they are eaſy and beſt 


adapted to his Circumſtances. For thoſe 


who will not be ſo ſatisfied, more ſpecious 
Medicines are hereby provided. But to 
render the Pains which we have taken ef-

fectual, we moſt earneſtly recommend to 
every one the earlieſt Care of himſelf, 
when attacked by any Diſorder. Light 


and gentle Means, properly applied, will 


commonly prevail in'the Beginning of a 
Diſeaſe, which will confound and baffle 


the moſt powerful Remedies and the 


moſt experienced Judgment in the ad- 


vanced Progreſs of it. And this impor- 


tant Rule he muſt ever have before his 


Eyes, that, where there is a Fullneſs of 
Blood, and the Stomach and Bowels are 
loaded, it is abſolutely neceſſary firſt of 
all to leſſen the Quantity of Blood and to 
cleanſe the firſt Paſſages; without which 
the Remedy preſcribed will ſcarce pro- 
duce the natural Efte& upon the human 
Body, 

If the ſick Man ſhall meet with any 
Term or Expreſſion in the Courſe of this 
Work, which requires a further Explan- 


ation, we beg Leave to refer him to the 


Miniſter of his Pariſh, who will not fail 
at once to conſole his Griefs and reſolve

INTRODUCTION. 


HILE the low g Slitets were print- 
ing off, a Book was publiſhed entitled 
4 to the People in General, with Regard 10 
Zheir Health, tranſlated from the French of Dr. 
Tifot; with Notes by Dr. Kirkpatrick. The 
Speciouſneſs of the Title, with the learned 
Names annexed to it, induced us to beheve at 
firſt that our further Progreſs would be unneceſ- 
ſary. = the unwearied Diligence of Dr. 
Tiſſot, his large Experience and found Judg- 
ment, and the Ingenuouſneſs of his Diſpoſition, 
are well known; nor can the Ability of his 
Editor be called in Queſtion. But upon a care- 
ful Peruſal and Examination of that Work, we 
found that it did not at all interfere with our De- 
ſign. It has made Proviſion only for acute Dy- 
eaſes and ſudden Accidents; in ſuch a Manner 
indeed as muſt be extremely uſeful to young 
Practitioners and other — Perſons; but 
is not at all ſuited to the Capacities of common 
Families. Theſe comprehend nothing of the 
Theory of Phyſic, are frightened at its Terms, 
and muſt be directed in the plaineſt Way, and 


2. 
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at one' View, how to proceed through the 


ſeveral Stages of a Diſorder. We have, for the 
Uſe of theſe, extended our Plan, have incloſed 


within our Compaſs, the whole dark Region of 


Infirmity, thoſe Tracts only excepted, which 
are more peculiarly the Province of Surgery 
and Midwifery ; and have ſtudiouſly avoided all 


Oftentation of Language. For we aimed at, 


and therefore can claim, no Merit, beſides that 


of painful Collectors and careful Compilers, and 


are readily content to forego even that for the 
Service of the Community. And with Reſpect 
to acute Diſeaſes particularly, we conceive the 
Practice of the great Sydenham to be founded 
upon ſuch Principles as will always ſuſtain the 
important Weight, which he has built upon 


them. And indeed theſe are the ſame which 


Dr. Tzſſot and all good Phyſicians have adopted 
from the Time of Hippocrates to this Day; nor 


is any one fit to be truſted with the Health of 


others, who pays not the moſt ſerious Regard

Of the PULSE. 


In healthy Perſons, from the Age of Eigh- 
teen to about Sixty-ſix, the Pulſe commonly 
beats between ſixty and ſeventy Times in a Mi- 
nute. It ſometimes comes ſhort of this in old 
People, and in very young Children it beats 
quicker. Till theſe are three or four Years old 
the Difference amounts to a third at leaſt; after 
which it diminiſhes by Degrees. 


If the Strokes are but one third more than 
the uſual Number in a healthy State, the Fever 


is not very violent; but if it amounts to Haff as 
many more, it is violent.

| Cautions and Conſiderations. 


The firſt Cauſe of Diſeaſes, commonly incident 

to Country People, is, Exceſſive Labour. Some- 

times they fink down ſpiritleſs at once; and ſel- 

dom recover; but are oftener attacked by a 

. a Pleuriſy, or an Inflammation of the 
reaſt. : 


The Way to prevent theſe Evils, where exceſ- 
five Labour is unaviodable, is to allay the Fa- 
tigue of it, if they are not greatly heated at the 
ame Time, with wert Whey, Butter-Milk, or 
Water Blood-warm, with or without a few 
Drops of Lemon-Juice.. Or, if it be Summer, 
the expreſſed Juice of Grapes not fully ripe, or 
of Gooſeberries, or Cherries, or Currants, may 
5 = 
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de added to the Water. For thee wholeſome 
and agreeable Liquors are refreſhing- and- cordial, 
But beware of ſudden and free Draughts of cool- 
ing Liquors, when you are hot; for theſe are al- 
7 ways pernicious: then, and ſometimes deſtructive.

| A Keb MY common add £D Diforders i is, 
m lying down and repoſing, when very hot, 
in a cold Place. This flops Perſpiration and 
_. throws. the Matter of it inward, cauſing Quin- 
ſeys, Inflammations of the Breaſt, Pleuriſes and 
inflammatory Cholics. The Cauſe is therefore to 
be avoided. But whenever this happens; on the 
firſt Symptoms; which perhaps may not ſhew. 
themſelves till ſeveral Days after, the Patient ſhould 
immediately be bled; his Legs ſhould be put into 
Water moderately hot; and he ſhould. drink 
5 2 Ay of the tollowing Infuſion, vi.

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Take a large Pinch between the Thumb and 


Fingers of Elder-Flowers; put them in an 


Earthen-Ware Mug or Porrenger, with two Oun- 
ces of Honey, and an Ounce and an Half of good 


Vinegar.

Quinſeys, Inflammations of the Breaſt, Liver 
and all the Parts of the Belly, with prodigious 
Swellings, Vomitings, Suppreſſions of Urine, and

A Py Cauſe is, the Cuſtom of having Dit- 
ches and Dunghills directly under the Windows. 
This contributes to putrid Diſeaſes. It were 
therefore to be wiſhed that theſe Nuſances were 
removed as far as Poſſible from the Spot where 
ve live and lodge. And let your. Windows be. 
1 opened daily for the Admiſſion of freſh Air. 
A ſixth Cauſe is Drunkenneſs. This produ- 
ces frequent Inflammations of the Breaſt and 
Pleuriſies, which often carry People off in the 
Flower of their Age. If they eſcape through 
theſe, they ſink into all the Infirmities of Age, 
long before the uſual Approach of it; and eſpe- 
cially into an Aſthma, which ends in a Dropſy 
of the Breaſt. Their worn- out Bodies do not 
concur with the Operation of Remedies: And 
Diſeaſes of Wenn from this Cauſe, are rare- 
ly curable. 


Other Cauſes might be added, as the Uſe of 
bad Flouer. As the chief Suſtenance of the 
People conſiſts of Corn, their Health muſt neceſ- 
farily fuffer by what is bad. And good Wheat 
is often made into bad Bread, by not letting 
it riſe ſufficiently ; by baking it too little ; and by 

keeping it too long. This affects Children wad 
weakly People in a greater Degree. Tarts and 
Cakes alſo, where the Dough is bad, or unlea- 
vened, or ill-baked, or ſtuffed with Fat or ſour 
Ingredients, compound one of the moſt indigeſ- 
tible Foods. Women and Children conſume the

| moſt of it, for whom it is moſt of all improper, 
Little Children eſpecially are unable to' digeſt 
it. But the moderate Uſe of good Paſtry,” lere 
the Dough is well-baked and well: raiſed, the 
Flour and other Ingredients ſound, and the 
Paſte not overcharged with Butter, even tho it 
be ſweet and freſh, and the Whole is not immo- 
derately ſweet, as Dr. Kirkpatrick very juſtly 
obſeryes, cannot be ' hurtful to healthy ſanguine 
Children, who are advanced and lively, nor to 
others of a ſanguine or bilious Temperament. 
But the Abuſe of Alum and other pernicious Ma- 
terials, introduced by 1 the Bakers, is one horrible 
Cauſe of Diſeaſes. 


Some other Cauſes, tho leſs grievous and leſs 
frequent, may be referred to this Article. It is 
the Care which labouring People uſually take in 
eating ſlowly and chewing their Food well, which 
greatly leſſens the Dangers from a bad Regimen; 
and proves the greateſt Cauſe of the Health which 
they y enjoy. Add to this their long abiding in 
the open Air, and their happy Cuſtom of going 
foon to Bed and riſing early. 


Moiſt and marſhy Silent low and fwok 
Habitations, and the Uſe of bad Water, ſhould 
be avoided. For bad Water, like bad Air, is 
one of the moſt general Cauſes of Diſeaſes. Beer 
makes the greateſc Part of our common Drink. 
And, when! it is not firong and heady, but a mid-

dling well-brewed Small-Beer, neither too new, 
nor hard or four, it is full as wholeſome for labo-

The Patient is ſtifled with the Cloſeneſs of his

ufficient to raiſe a moſt ardent Fever and an In- 
flammation of the Breaſt, even in a healthy Per- 


fon. Air is as neceſſary to us, as Water to a 


Fiſh; and our Health muſt ſuffer when that 
ceaſes to be pure. And nothing corrupts it ſooner 


than the Steam of ſeveral Bodies incloſed within 5

Aud. But let in a little of this freſh Air, and 
kffen the Weight »>- the Bed, and you gene-

The next Abuſe is, giving them hot Things, 
Venice Treacle, Saffron, Cordials, &c. Theſe heat 
and bind, and would produce an inflammatory Fe- 
ver, if there was none before. Whereas in all fever- 
iſh Diſorders, the Body is to be gently cooled and 
kept moderately open. Towards the Concluſion 
of ſuch Diſeaſes, a natural Sweat is always bene 
ficial, and muſt not be checked; but to force one 
at the Beginnin g 1s conſtantly pernicious. The 
beſt Sudorific or Sweating Medicine is warm Wa- 


Another Fault is, forcing the ſick Perſon to 
at. This encreafes the. Diſorder and renders the 
* mortal. Never yet did a Perſon in a Fever 
die merely from Weakneſs. Warm Water only 
will ſupport them for ſome Weeks; and they will 
be ſtronger then, than if they had taken more ſo- 
lid Nouriſhment. But Food encreaſes the Diſeaſe 
and the Weakneſs too. From the firſt Invaſion 
of a Fever, Digeſtion ceaſes. All folid Food 
then corrupts, and adds great Strength to the 
Diſtemper. It becomes a real Poiſon. The poct 
Creature, compelled to eat, loſes his Strength, 
and falls into Anxiety and Ravings, in, Proportion 
as he ſwallows. 25,2). oo OO -S 
The 
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The Quality of the Food is as hurtful, as the 
Quantity. Strong Gravy Soups, Eggs, Biſcuits, 
and even Fleſh are given. It ſeems abſolutely im- 
poſſible for the Sick to ſurvive this. Should one 
in perfect Health eat ſtinking Meat, rotten Eggs, 
ſtale ſour Broth, he would then eat real Poiſon. He 
would be ſeized with Vomiting, Anguiſh, a vio- 
lent Purging and a Purple Fever. Now when 
the ſame Kinds of Food in their ſoundeſt State 
are given to a Perſon in a Fever, the Heat and the 
diſeaſed Matter in the Stomach quickly putrify 
them, and after a few Hours produce all the a- 
bove-mentioned Effects. The only Things which 
can ſtrengthen ſick Perſons, are thoſe which are 
able to weaken the Diſeaſe. 


This Way of heating, drying up, and cram- 
ming the Sick, is wholly oppoſite to what Nature 
points out in ſuch Circumſtances. The burning 
Heat which they complain of, the Dryneſs of the 
Lips, Tongue and Throat; the high Colour of 
the Urine, their great Longing for cooling Things, 
and the Pleaſure and ſenſible Benefit which they 
enjoy from freſh Air, all convince us that we 
ought to cool them moderately by all Means. 
The only Thing, which can prudently be done, is 
to dilute and attemper them by plentiful Draughts 

of refreſhing cooling Drinks, which may promote 
an eaſy Diſcharge of the putrid Contents within. 
But all heating Things are ſo many abſolute Poi- 


ſons. 2 
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Ihe particular Caſes, in which Purging or 
Vomiting is neceſſary at the Beginning of a Diſ- 
eaſe, are be taken Notice of in the Courſe of the 
enſuing Work. But it ſhould be conſidered as a 
general Rule, that they are then hurtful. For 
this is true very often; and always true when the 
| Diſeaſe is ſtrictly inflammatory. LW 


Acute and feveriſh Diſorders often give Notice 
of their Approach a few Weeks, and very com- 
monly ſome Days before their actual Invaſion, by 
a ſlight Laſſitude or Wearineſs; by Stiffneſs or 
Numbneſs; leſs Activity than uſual; leſs Appe- 
tite; a ſmail Load or Heavineſs at the Stomach, 
a Complaint in the Head; deeper Sleep, yet leſs 
compoſed and refreſhing than uſual; leſs Gaiety 
and Livelineſs; a light Oppreſſion of the Breaſt; 

a leſs regular Pulie; Chilineſs; Aptneſs to ſweat, 
or the Suppreſſion of a Diſpoſition to ſweat. © At 
ſuch Times attend carefully to the four following 

Points.

2. Eat very little or no ſolid Food. Abſtain 
eſpecially from Fleſh, Fleſh-Broth, Eggs and

duction; Show! of warm Water, adding Half a 
Glafs of Vinegar, or a few Grains of common 
Salt, to each Quart of it.

Well-ſettled and clear ſweet 
Whey warm is alſo uſeful. 1 


4. Let Clyſters of warm Water be injected.

We have only this Caution to add, that thoſe 
who are well ſhould abſtain from all Manner of 
Phyfic, leſt they introduce Diſorders into the Bo-

If the Eye ſeems diſpoſed to 
a Suppuration, apply the following reſolvent, diſcu- 
tient Medicine, to prevent it. Take Sage, Roſemary, 
Hyſlop, and red Roſes, each a Pugil; boil them for 
three -or four Ebullitions, in Half a Pint of red 
Wine; dip Compreſſes in it, and lay them to the 
Eye, taking Care not to preſs it too much with the 
Bandage. If a Whiteneſs appears in the tranſparent 
Part of the Cornea, drop ſome of this Wine into the 
Eye, three Times a Day; wet the Compreſs, as it 
grows dry. 


If by theſe Means the Swell of the Eye ceaſes, and 
the Globe does not come to a Suppuration; or if the 
Matter of the Suppuration be reſolved and diſcuſſed 
without injuring the Eye; then make Uſe of the diſ- 

tilled Water of Camphire. It muſt be dropped from 
Time to Time into the Eye, till all the Redneſs goes 
off. If the Eye, as often happens, remains weak,

We are ſometimes obliged to open the Abſceſs with 
a Lancet, leſt the Stagnation of its Matter ſhould de- 
ſtroy the Parts of the Eye which encloſe it.

Frior the Ophthalmy of the Choroides. 


The Choroides is the ſecond Coat of the Globe of 
the Eye, of a blackiſh Colour, more or leſs inclined 
to red, which is inflamed in this Diforder. There is 
at the ſame Time a Flux of Tears. The Light is 
painful. And there are acute Pains towards the Top 
of the Head and the Temples. The Cure is the 
fame as of the Chemoſis, with this Difference, that 
two Drops of the diſtilled Water of Camphire muſt 
be put into the Patient's Eyes every two Hours.

A As there is always ſome extravaſated Blood, ano- 

dyne diſcutient Medicines, ſuch as Pigeon's Blood, 
muſt be dropt into the Eye twice a Day: Compreſſes, 
ſteeped in warm Wine, mixed with ſome Drops of 
Friar's Baitam, muſt be laid to the Eyelids: Bleeding 
muſt be repeated, once or oftener, as the Diſeaſe may 
ſeem to require.

An eaſy Help for a decayed Sight. 
From the Philoſophical Tranſactions. 
When I was not above ſixty Years of Age (ſays the 
anonymous Author of this ingenious Contrivance), 


Sight was fo much decayed, that I ſeemed always 
to have a Kind of thick Smoak or Miſt about me, 


and ſome little black Balls to dance in the Air before 


my Eyes. I could not diſtinguiſh: the Faces of my 
Acquaintance, nor Men from Women, nor keep the 
plain trodden Paths, except I was led. I received no 
Benefit by any Glaſſes; but was in the Caſe of thoſe, 
whofe Decay by Age was greater than can be helped 
by Spectacles. The faireſt Prints ſeemed throu 


_ Spectacles like blind Prints, little Black remaining. 


But I found great Help by the following Expedient. 


I took Spectacles that had the largeſt Circles: Cloſe 


to the Semicircles, on the over Part, on both Sides, 
I cut the Bone; then taking out the Glaſſes, I put 
black Spaniſh Leather taper-wiſe into the emptied Cir- 

cles, which widened enough (together with the en- 
creaſing Wideneſs of the Leather) took in my whole 


Eye at the wider End, and preſently through the 


ſmaller End I could read the ſmalleſt Prints that are, 
as if they had been a large and fair Character. I 
made theſe empty Tubes of different Bigneſſes. I can 
only put the very End of my little Finger into the 
Orifice of the leſſer; but the ſame Finger ſomewhat 
deeper, yet not quite up to the firſt Joint, I can in- 
ſert 1nta the Oriche of the wider.

ing to the Eye, as when I uſed the empty Papers. 
I find myſelf beſt at Eaſe with thoſe Leathern Tubes 
that are made without any Faſtening to the Bone of 
the Spectacles; for as they hang in that ſight Man- 
ner, I can with a Touch of my F. Finger raiſe them up, 
or bow them down, divide or unite them, to take in 
the ſame Object.

ly any Hopes left, this Powder has been ſuccelsfully 
given, Twenty Grains is a moderate Doſe for a Man; 


ſometimes it is given to thirty. It is ſeldom repeat- 


ed above three or four Times, and never at leſs than 


ſix Hours Diſtance between each Doſe : The firſt or 


ſecond Doſe will often occaſion Sickneſs and a flight 
Vomiting : It will ſometimes purge, but more tre- 

quently produce a plentiful Sweat. This is not re- 
commended in Fevers attended with a Lowneſs of 


Spirits or Dejectedneſs. It has been given with moſt 


Succeſs in full Habits, in Lightheadedneſs, when the 
Tongue has been parched and black, the Pulſe high 
and the Heat great; but has been ſeldom tried, till 
all other Remedies have been found ineffectual.

This eminent Phyſician, in his Materia Medica, in 
Fevers and other Diſorders, highly extols the analeptic 
reſtorative) Virtues of a Decoction of Bread (of 
which a Cupful may be often taken), which he. or- 
ders to be prepared in the following Manner, 


Take of Wheaten Bread, ſufficiently fermented 
with the Bran, eight Ounces, and of pure Spring 
Water three Pints: Boil for an Hour in a new Ear- 
then Veſſel cloſe ſtopt. Then ſtrain it through a Sieve, 
and to each Pint of the ſtrained Decoction, add Half 
an Ounce of Citron Juice; diſtilled Cinnamon Wa- 
ter, two Drams; of Rheniſo Wine, four Ounces; 


and of Sugar, a Quantity ſufficient to render it pa- 


latable. Fames's Med, Dict. in Panis. 


For Agues. 
From Dr. Sydenham. 


Agues are diſtinguiſh'd into Quotidian, Tertian and 
Quartan, The Quotidian return every Day; the Ter- 
lian every other Day; and the Quartan every third 
Day, reckoning from the Beginning of one Fit to 
the Beginning of the next. Tho' the two laſt are 


often doubled, ſo that a Tertian invades daily; a 


QAuartan two Days together, the third being free 
from the Fit, and ſometimes alſo it comes three Days 


together, when it is a triple Quartan, the Ague taking 
its Name from the Shape it firſt aſſumed. 2 
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T hey are alſo Vernal or Autumnal ; thoſe that come 


between Spring and Fall being reducible to the near- 
eſt of the two Seaſons. | 


Jernal Agues are almoſt all either Quotidian or 
Tertian; are ſeldom laſting, and always beneficial, 
unleſs protracted by unſeaſonable Bleeding and Purg- 
ing. I ever thought they were to be left to chem. 
| ſelves, without doing any Thing, becauſe I never knew 
any one deſtroyed by them. And indeed, tcho' the 
Patient ſhould carneſily deſire Aſſiſtance, great Care 
muſt be taken that the Bark be not given too ſoon 
and till the Diſeaſe has ſomewhat waſted itſelf; un- 
leſs the Weakneſs of the Patient ſhould abſolutely 
require it ſooner. And that, when it is given, it be 
repeated ir. ſuch ſhort Intervals of Time, that a good 
Habit of Body may be recovered and the Diſeaſe 
LY wholly vanquiſhed. Let him therefore proceed thus. 


For Spring Agues, Nuotidian or Tertian.

Electuary, to be divided into twelve Doſes, of which 
one is to be taken every four Hours; waſhing it 
down with a Glaſs of any Sort of Wine.

If the Electuary ſhould happen to purge, pour 
ten Drops of Liquid Laudanum into a Glaſs of

To prevent Relapſes, the ſame Quantity of Bark 


ſhould be taken in the ſame Manner, within the 
Fortnight; and fo on, for three Times. 


hut if Pills be more agreeable, then make an 
= Ounce of the Powder of Bark into Pills of a mo- 


derate Size, with a ſufficient Quantity of Syrup of 
Clove Gilliflowers, taking ſix every four Hours. 


Or if Liquor be till more grateful, put an Ounce - 


of the Powder of Bark into a Quart of Rheniſh 


Wine. Let them ſtand together in a cold Infuſion, 
and drink three Ounces of the clear Liquor every 


tour Hours. And remember that which Way ſoever 


| the Bark be taken, it muſt be repeated once a 
Fortnight for three Times. 5 


There is another Method of curing theſe Tertians 


in poor People, who are not able to bear the Charge 


of a long Proceſs ;

This Diſeaſe is of the d:;f:n# or fluxed Kind. The 
introductory Symptoms are Chilneſs and Shivering, 
great Heat, violent Pains in the Head and Back, 
Reachings, a Propenſity to ſweat in grown Perſons 
(a Sign that the Pocks will not run together), a Pain 
in the hollow Part of the left Breaſt when preſſed 
with the Hand, Heavineſs to Sleep; and ſometimes 
Epileptic Fits (eſpecially in Children), which coming 
after the Breeding of Teeth is over, you may fore- 
tell that the Small-Pox is at hand; inſomuch that, 
if the Epileptic Fit happens over Night, the Pocks 
will ſhew themſelves next Morning, and will be tor 
the moſt Part of a mild Sort 


On the fourth Day incluſively from the firſt Sick- 
neſs, and ſometimes later, but ſeldom ſooner, the 
Eruption begins and the Symptoms go off or greatly 
abate. Obſerve carefully that the longer it is before 
it comes out, the leſs is the Danger. It is not there- 
fore to be forced out by keeping the Patient hot or 
giving him Cordials; which Practice tends evidently

cd, that, by endeavouring to prevent the Eruption, 
mee Fever was ſo far abated, that it came later, the 


Puſtles were fewer, the Suppuration kinder, and 
the Diſeaſe leſs dangerous. ” 


At firſt reddiſh Puſtles appear, fcattered over the 


Face, Neck, Breaſt, and the wiiole Body: A Pain 


in the Jaws follows, which encreaſes as the Pocks 
riſe higher. Theſe Puſtles are ſmall, watry, hard, 
rather to be felt than ſeen; grow larger, rife ſharper 
and ſpread at the Bottom; yer make ſo little Progreſs 
for two or three Days, that you would think they 


could ſcarce come to any Thing. On the fourth 
Day from their firſt Appearance, they begin to look 


white and are much larger, but often depreſſed, and 
flattiſh at the Top. They grow now ſtill larger, 
whiter and very much inflamed at the Bottom. The 


| Skin around them is florid, like a red Roſe Leaf. 


The Matter now ſeems perfect Pus, but white and 
thin, and this in ſix Days from the firſt Appearance. 


The Matter now grows gradually thicker and 


_ yellower in the Middle df the Puſtle. The Inter- 


vals between the Pimples are very red and ſwoln,” and 


affected with a ſtretching Pain; the Eyelids fwell, 
and, like blown Bladders, cover the Eyes. The 
Hands ſwell next, the Fingers are diſtended : The 
Pox in the Face grow rough (this is the firſt Sign of 
Maturation) and yellow as any Honeycomb; while

The ſecondary Fever begins with the Maturation, 


riſes gradually, and accompanies the ſeveral Stages „ 


the Puſtles. When any of the Eruptions begin to 
dry, the Small-Pox begins to turn. The Turn con- 
tinues two, three, or four Days. The Height is a. 
bout a Day and a Half after the Beginning of the 
Turn, and the Fever is then at the higheſt Pitch, 
So that the Turn of the Diſorder in general Cannot 
be fixed to one certain Day. 


On the eleventh Day the Swelling and Inflamms- 
tion abate, and the Pocks begin to wither and fall 
off. On the fourteenth or fifteeth they periſh entire- 
ly; thoſe on the Hands excepted, which are more 
obſtinate, and being ſtill white and freſh, continue 
a Day or two longer and then break. While thoſe 


on the Face and Body ſcale off and leave Pits behind 


them, 


This is the difint Kind; and, during the Whole 
Four of it, the Belly is either quite bound up, or 
very rarely performs i its Office. 


The greateſt Part, of thoſe to 5 this Kind 
proves mortal, die on the eighth Day. .For when 
Sweating is promoted with Cordials or a hot Regimen, 
upon that Day the Face, which ſhould he ſwoln and 
inflamed in the Spaces between the Pimples, on the 
contrary appears flaccid and whitiſh, while in the

the Patient 15 light-headed, vehemently ſick and 
anxious, toſſes his Body, makes Water little and of- 
ten, and within a few Hours expires. : 


In the fuxed Kind the Symptoms are the fame, 
but more violent ; only there 1s not the ſame Ten- 
dency to Sweating. A Looſeneſs ſometimes comes 
before the Eruption, eſpecially in Children, but in 
Adults a Ptyali/mus or Spitting is more common, 
The Patient is generally delirious, convulſed, hoarſe, 
with Difficulty of Breathing, Fixture of the Eyes and 
Reſtlefineſs. Nor do the Symptoms abate alter the 
Eruption, as in the other Kind; but continue many 
Days after. On the third Day, or ſooner, (but ſeldom 
later) they break out, and the ſooner they appear the 


more they run together. Yet the Eruption in this 


Confluent Kind may happen to be kept back by the 
Violence of ſome Symptom, as a Pain in the Loins, 
ide, or Limbs, reſembling the Stone, Pleuriſy or 
Rheumatiſm; or in the Stomach, with vehement 
ickneſs and Reaching. The Puſtles, during the 
Progreſs of the Diſeaſe, do not riſe to any conſiderable 
Height, but, being mixed together in the Face like 
red Bilder, cover the whole Countenance, which 
ſwells ſooner than in the diſtinct Kind. Afterwards 


they appear like a white Skin glued to the Face and 


are not much. higher than the Surface of it. After 
the eighth Day the white Film grows daily rougher 
by Degrees and of a brown Colour; the Pain in the 
Skin is more intenſe, till at laſt the Scales fall off, which, 
in fo cruel a Diſeaſe, , happens not till after the twen- 
tieth Day. The nearer the ripening Puſtles approach 
to a duſkiſh. Colour, the more dangerous they are, 
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they are, the leſs they run together and the ſooner 
they vaniſh. After the Film is fallen off, there ap. 
pears no Roughneſs in the Countenance, but it is 
immediately overſpread with mealy Scales of a cor.

eaſe is to be eſtimated by the Number of the Puſtles 
in the Face alone. Thoſe upon the Hands and Feet 
are largeſt, and the higher you aſcend from the Ex- 
tremities 'of the Limbs, the ſmaller and narrower 


they grow. 


The Day on which is the moſt Danger in the leaſt 
crude and moſt common Sort of the Confluent Small- 
pox is the eleventh from the firſt Attack; in the more 
crude the fourteenth; in the moſt crude the ſeven- 
teenth. Sometimes, tho' ſeldom, the Patient does 
not die till the twenty-firſt. From the eleventh to 
the ſeventeenth, as the Evening comes on, the Pati-

The Cure af the dj 2 Kind, 


Our firſt Care regards, tha Communal of ah Pa- 
tient. Let him not be confined to his Bed till the 
fixth Day, reckoning from his firſt Sickneſs ; but let 
him uſe gentle Exerciſe within Doors, and conſult 
his Repoſe of Mind as much as may be. At firſt the 
Diet muſt be cooling, diluting, ſubacid. To this 
End Oatmeal, Barley-Gruel, Mik Pottage, preſerved 
Fruits, as Figs, Damaſcens, Plumbs, and Tamarinds, 
boiled with his Food, Small-Beer ſharpened with O- 
range or Lemon Juice, Apples boiled in Milk and 
turned to Whey, Emulſions made with Barley- Water 


and Almonds, Rheniſh Wine plentifully diluted with 


Water, are neceſſary. There ought to be a proper 
Supply of pure and cool Air, and the Body ſhould 
by no Means be Keps warmer than inthe natural States 

On the firſt Day of Sickneſs malls away nine or ten 
Ounces of Blood, and repeat it upon the third Day. 


Dr. Mead adviſes Bleeding even to Children, which 


may be done by Leaches applied to the Temples and 
behind the Ears; and in moſt 1 young Subjects either 
of the Jugulars may be opened without any Incon- 
venience, The. Weakneſs can ſeldom be ſo great as 
not to allow ſome Loſs of Blood; and. even in the 
Eruption, when the vaſt Number of ſmall Puſtles

as Graſs, Succory, Endive, and the like; and Fruits, 
as Cherries, Currants and Cucumbers; and Whey; 
avoiding Fleſh and Fiſh of all Sorts, and Spices. 


The ſame Author, from Dzoſcorides, ſays, that the 
Plant or Seed of Agrimony, drank in Wine, cures a a 
diſtempered Liver, the Dyſentery, or the Bite of 
Serpents. = | |

If the Diſorder ariſes frow harp fermenting Juices

Sometimes, after a Dyſentery has been ill cured, 
the Patient is for ſome Years troubled with torment- 
ing Pains. He may be reſtored by frequented Bleed- 
ings, allowing a reaſonable Interval between each

When Dyſenteries are not ſo favoured by the Con- 
 fitution of the Air as to become Epidemical, the a- 
forefaid Evacuations may be ſafely omitted, and thc 
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Cure compendiouſly performed by Liquid Lauda- 


num, as already directed to be taken. 


Frederic Hoffman obſerves a Coldneſs of the Feet 


in this Diſtemper to be very dangerous, and therefore 
recommends the Keeping of warm Bricks to the Soles 
of them, during the Continuance of it. 


We muſt not cloſe this Article, without taking 
Notice of what the ingenious and learned Dr. Bertkely, 
late Biſhop of Cloyne, has advanced in his Siris on 
this Subject. That (ſays he) which I take to be 


the moſt ſpeedy and effectual Remedy in àa Bloody 


Flux, is a Clyſter of an Ounce of common brown 
Roſin diſſolved over a Fire in two Ounces of Oil and 
added to a Pint of Broth ; which not long ſince I had 
frequent Occaſion of trying, when that Diftemper 
was epidemical. Nor can I ſay that any, to whom 
I adviſed it, miſcarried.“ 


For the Bilious Cholic. 
From Sydenham. 


Sometimes this Diſeaſe has followed a tedious Dy- 
ſentery, at its going off; or, otherwiſe, has generally 
taken its Riſe from a Fever, which after ſome Hours 
has ended in this Complaint. Young People of a hot 
choleric Conſtitution have been . chiefly ſubject to it, 


eſpecially in Summer. The Pain of the Bowels is 


extreme, ſometimes it binds, as it were; and ſome- 
umes, contracted to a Point, bores like an Auger. 


Now and then it abates and preſently approaches a- 
gain, when the ſick: Perſon, looking ſadly, bemoans

But obſerve, that if by Reaſon of ſome preceding 
Sickneſs large Evacuations have been uſed, not long 
before the coming of the Cholic; in this Caſe only, 
the Purges are to be omitted, and the Liquid Lau- 
danum in ſome Cordial to be only uſed. 


It, after the Laudanum is left off, the Pain now 
and then returns, as it ſometimes happens, I know 
no Cure ſo certain as the Riding on Horſeback, or 
in a Coach, a long Journey; but then the Laudanum 
muſt be given conſtantly Morning and Evening till 
all is well. By this Exerciſe I have more than once 
perfectly cured this Diſeaſe, when I could not cure it 
any other Way.

This End 
is anſwered by the Pillule Polychreſtæ, prepared ac- 
cording to the Directions of Becher, interpoſing be- 
tween each Doſe of them, a Doſe of the opening 
Salts. By this Method, unleſs the Caſe is abſolutely 
deſperate, the miſerable Patients are either cured, or 
at leaſt preſerved longer alive: But theſe Medicines 
promiſe more happy Effects, and afford greater Re- 
lief in an Anaſarca; which is that Species of Dropſy 
which affects the whole Body, the Waters bein 
lodged between the Skin and the Muſcles.

Take Hens Egg Shells well drained from the 
Whites, dry and clean; cruſh them ſmall with the 
Hand, and fill a Crucible of the twelfth Size (which 
contains nearly three Pints) with them lightly ; place it 
in the Fire and cover it with a Tyle : Then heap Coal 
over it that it may be in the Midſt of a very ſtrong 
clear Fire, till the Egg-Shells be calcined to a greyiſh 
white, and acquire an acrid falt Taſte : This will take 
Eight Hours ar leaſt.

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When a Perſon has been cured of the Stone or 
Gravel, he ſhould take Half an Ounce of the Medi- 
cines in one Doſe, going to Bed, or juſt after Supper, 
once a Week.

Sometimes, where 
the Conſtitution is very apt to breed Gravel, it has 
been repeated two or three Times a Week ; and fome 
few have been obliged to take it every Night.

Iam convinced from long Experience that this Me-. 
thod, diligently purſued for ſome Months, will com- 
plete the Cure; and eſpecially if the Patient is young, 
or the Diſorder recent: More adult and aged Perſons. 
are ſeldom reſtored to perfect Health: But if they 
would prevent a Return of this Rupture, from what 
ever Origin it ſprings, they muſt wear theſe Trufles 
their whole Lives. For by the Diſuſe of them, with 
an irregular Diet, and too violent Exerciſe, they will 
be expoſed to imminent Danger of their former Diſ- 
order, the Iliac Paſſion, and Death itſelf, if it is a 
Deſcent of the Inteſtines, or Caul. 


But, if the Opening is ſo narrow that the Inteſtines 
cannot be repelled, and the Patient is troubled with a 
Vomiting and acute Pains, as well in the Tumor as 
the Belly, then the Bandage is uſeleſs and improper.

till it gives a Stool, and they are relaxed. Long Ex 
Perience convinces me of the wonderful Effic 1 5 
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this Remedy, which is uſually ſtiled a Tobacco-Clyi- 
ter. If there is a large Quantity of Blood, or an In- 
fammation in the Inteſtines, which is very common, 
then you muſt immediately open a Vein and bleed 

plentifully, as in other Inflammations; for by this the 
Veins and Inteſtines ſubſide, the bad Symptoms de- 
creaſe, and by a gentle Preſſure of the Hand the 
prolapſed Parts return into the Belly. After this 
Reſtitution, however it is compaſſed, you muſt preſs 
the Orifice at the Navel with your Fingers and a Com- 
preſs; and then keep i it down with a Bandage, as bey 
fore ordered.

Externally, Compreſſes, dipt in Wine or Spirit of 
Wine, in which Roſemary, Sage, Camomile, Fen- 
nel, Cummin, Marjoram, and the like, have been 
boiled, being laid warm on the Swelling ſeveral Times 

a Day, are of great Service: Nor is it amiſs to add, 
as ſoon as you take it off the Fire, Lime-Water and 
wit of Wine, or a ſmall Quantity of the latter by 
itſelf. The beſt Remedy for new-born Infants is, for 
a Man in good Health and faſting, to chew ſome 
Nutmeg and breathe often every Day, for ſome Time, 
upon the affected Scrotum.

This Gentleman's celebrated Method of curing the 
Diſeaſe before us, was purchaſed by the King of France 
for the good of the Public. It is done by Spirit of Salt 
mixed with red Wine, in a Quantity ſuitable to the 
Age of the Patient; and thus drank for ſeven Morn- 
ings, faſting, the Patient remaining for four or ſix 
Hours afterwards without taking either Victuals or 
Drink: But if it ſnould not happen to agree with the 
Stomach, then it may be taken only every other Day. 
For a Child from two Years to ſix, the Doſe is three 
or four Drops in a Spoonful or two of red Wine: 
From ſix Years old to ten, let a Dram of the Spirit be 
mixed with à Pint of Wine; for ſeveti Doſes; It is 
to be continued, if neceſſary, for a Fortnight longer; 
in the ſame Manner. From ten to fourteen Years, 

1 | the 
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he Quantity of the Spirit may be encreaſed to two 
Drams. From fourteen. to Eighteen, to two Drams 
and a Half: And after Eighteen, to five Drams, 
During four Months after this Courſe is begun, a 
Steel Truſs muſt be worn Night and Day, exactly fit- 
ted to the Rupture. The Patient ought never to fit 
down, but either to ſtand, or lie; and neither run, 
ride, or go in a Coach ; taking great Care to com- 
mit no Error in Diet.

Skin; for the deeper the Eſchar, the more effeual the 
Remedy : Therefore he orders it to be repeated for 
three or fourDays, thatthe Skin may be the morecorrod- 
ed; and, upon every freſh Application of the Oil of Vi- 
triol, he removed the old Eſchar, that it might pene- 
trate the better; then he dreſſed the Wound with a 
Plaiſter of Paracelſus and Oxycroceum mixed in equal 
Parts and ſpread upon Leather, and ſecured it with

Compreſic and Bandages. This Plaiſter alone, he at- 
firms, is ſufficient to ſeparate the Eſchar, and cure 
the Ulcer.

Hold 
them to the Fire till criſp. Apply them to the un- 
broken Tumors or Bliſters, hot as the Patient can 
well bear. Keep them on a convenient Time, and 
put new, if Need be. They will cauſe the peccant 
Humor to tranſpire and waſte without Breaking. Or, 


Take White Wine Vinegar, Half a Pint; beaten 
Allum, two Ounces ; double-refined Sugar, beaten 
ſmall, two Ounces; Bole Armeniac, Half an Ounce: 
Mix them well together, waſh the Places with a Rag 
dipt herein, and dry i it in by the Fire. 


When the Chilblain tends to Suppuration and be- 
comes a Kibe, cleanſe the Wound with the Unguent 
Egyptiacum ; then dreſs it with the Oil of Eggs, and 
of Wax, and the Peruvian Balſam ; or the Ef ence 
of Aloes and Myrrh; and laſtly, apply a Plaiſter of 
Lead, or of E 


Lime Water, mixt with camphorated Spirit of 
Wine, may be alſo uſed very advantageouſly, if a 
Compreſs dipt in it be applied to the Ulcer, either 
: alone, or after the Medicines above-recommended. 
Thoſe 
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Thoſe who are ſubject to Chilblains every Winter 
to prevent their Return, ſhould carefully anoint the 
Parts with Petreolum, or Oil of Turpentine, during 
Winter, Or, if the Chilblains begin to appear again, 
apply to the Part a Bladder dipt in the forementioned 
Oils; but the Cold ſhould be guarded againſt by 
proper Cloths or Coverings.

Theſe are principally cauſed by Cold. Sometimes 
a whole Hand or Foot ſuffers. The Cure conſiſt 
chiefly in reſtoring the Fluids to their uſual Circula- 
tion. Warm Applications, neceſſary in other Inflam- 
mations, are pernicious here. By bringing the Parts, 
which have ſuffered by extreme Cold, to a Fire or 
Heat, you would expoſe them to an immediate Mor- 
tification. But bring the Patient into a cool and tem- 

erate Air, let him exerciſe his Limbs continually 
and be gradually brought into a greater Degree of 
Warmth. If he is too weak to exerciſe himſelf, 
let the Part affected be well rubbed with Snow, or 
cold Water, which will ſeem warm to him, by which 
Means the natural Circulation will be reſtored. As 
ſoon as the Senſetion returns, then apply Spirit of 
Wine alone, or mixed with Treacle, Oil of Barbadves 
Tar, and Balſam of Sulphur, When the morbid Part 
has been well rubbed with theſe Remedies, let him be 
gradually brought to the Fire, or put to Bed; and 
endeavour to raiſe a gentle Sweat. For this Purpoſe, 
let him drink a few Glaſſes of warm White Wine, 
boiled with Cinnamon and Sugar. Between each 
_ Glaſs let him take the following Mixture, 


Take of the Waters of Goats Rue, Rice, and 
Scordium, each two Ounces ; of the Aqua Theria-

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Be” and the Sow Vitæ, each fix Ounces; of 
the Aquaprophylactica Silvii, Half an Ounce; 
of the Mixtura ſimplex, or the Tincture of Bezoar, 
two Scruples; and of the Syrups of Cinnamon and 

Cloves, each Half an Ounce: Mix all * 


Three Spoonfuls of this ſhould be given to the 
Patient every Quarter of an Hour, and the hot 
Wine as often, till the Sweat appears, If Wine can- 
not be had, Ale, boiled with Cinnamon, Cloves, 
and a little Sugar, may be uſed. Draughts of this 
Kind muſt be taken, till the Sweat be kept up for 
Half an Hour, or an Hour, according to the Cir- 
cumſtances. This Method is expeditious and effec- 
tual, even when the Diſorder tends to a Gangrene.

For a Gangrene. 
From Boerhaave, Heifter, &c. 


When a Part, not yet mortified, is ſo enflamed 
that it muſt neceſſarily become fo, a Gangiene 1s 
brought on. Galen, The Seat of a Gangrene is 
the Cellular Membrane in which the Fat is lodged; 
whereas a Mortification affects all the Parts. The 
Signs of a preſent Gangrene are, firſt, a Removal 
of the Symptoms of Inflammation, withour any Cor- . 
rection of the Cauſe. Secondly, a faint Senſation of 
the Part. Thirdly, a pale, aſny, dark, livid or black 
Colour. Fourthly, ſuch a ſoft and flaccid State of 
the Part, that it does not riſe when compreſied by the 

Fingers. Fifthly, Puſtles full of a lymphatic, yel. 


lowiſh, or reddiſh Water, in the inflamed Part. 
Sixthly, 
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Sixthly, when a Gangrene is produced by Cold, an 
Itching and violent Senſe of Pricking, together with 
an intenſe Redneſs, which is ſoon ſucceeded by a 
Blackneſs indicating a Mortification. 


If, ſays Boerhaave, a Part begins to putrify and a 
Gangrene approaches, let it be wrapt up in the 
Leaves of Wormwood beat up with Wine or Vinegar, 
and a little Salt, and I dare warrant the Patient's Se. 
curity, Med. Dict. in Abſinthium. 3

Let this Preparation be frequently applied warm 
with proper Compreſſes: The ſame Intention is alſe 
excellently anſwered by a Pint of quick Lime Water,

In the Hoſpital of Amſterdam, the Surgeons with

Mr. Ruſhworth, Surgeon, in Northampton, firſt diſ- 
covered the great and ſurprizing Effects of the Peruvian 
_ 


LET 

Bark in checking the Progreſs of Mortifications; 
which has likewiſe been confirmed by Mr. Serjeant 
 Amyand, who has often uſed it, in the ſame Caſe, with 
the ſame Succeſs. And it appears that this Diſorder, 
even from an ill Habit of Body, may be cured, con- 
trary to the hitherto- received Opinion. 


The Caſe produced by Mr. Douglas is that of a 
Gentleman near fifty Years of Age; the Back of whoſe 
Right Foot was mortified ; his Pulſe quick, his Tongue 
dry. There was no Sign of any external Hurt. The 
Phyſician, Surgeon and Apothecary were unanimous 
that 1t muſt proceed from ſome internal Cauſe. The 
uſual Scarifications, Fomentations and Dreſſings were 
applied to no Purpoſe. Serjeant Dickins and Mr. Cheſ- 

_ elden were called in the next Day, and directed the 
ſame Applications, as before. The next Day, v1z. 
April, 24, the Mortification did not ſpread. April 
25, the Fever was high, the Tongue. dry, and the 
Mortification ſpread. He then ſcarified again and 
deeper. April 26, the Mortification was at a Stand. 
The 27th, the Mortification ſpread croſs the Toes to- 
wards the Ball of the Foot, which he ſcarified deeper 
and dreſſed as before: The Fever grew higher. The 
28th, the actual Cautery was uſed, the Mortification get- 
ting Ground. The 29th, no Benefit from the Cautery. 
The 3oth, the Fever was high; the Tongue dry enough 
to grate a Nutmeg ; the Viſage wild; he had a great 
Drought ; was very reſtleſs ; the Mortification ſpread as 
far as the Tendo Achillis; and the Patient complained 
of a Pain and Hardneſs in the Side of Eis Belly. The 
| Phyſician, the three Surgeons and the Apothecary all 
judged that the Amputation of the Limb could not 
ſave him, and that he muſt die in 24 Hours, In this 
deplorable Condition Serjeant Dictins's Propolal of

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the Bark was apreed to; Half a Dram was given, 
and repeated every four Hours. May 1, a ſurpriz- 
ing Alteration for the better with Regard to the Fe- 
ver, and other Symptoms; the Patient had a good 


Night's Reſt, and the Mortification made no Progreſs, 
May 2, a ſmall Diſcharge from the Sore. The 24, 


two large Abſceſſes on each Side the Ankle. The | 
Mortification effectually ſtopt. Twas obſerved upon 


giving the Bark but once in ſix Hours, there was a 
{mall Return of the Fever with a worſe Digeſtion, 
which obliged him to give it every four Hours, as 
before; and continued in that Doſe 28 Days in all; 
and then every ſix Hours for 5 or 6 Days longer, 
tho' the Fever had quite left him all that Time. 
The whole Quantity taken amounted to Ten Oun- 
ces. May 5, his Pulſe was regular; the Digeſtion 
plentiful and laudable. The Muſcles and Tendons 
on the Sole of the Foot being all mortified, before 
the Bark was given, ſeparated in Proceſs of Time and 
fell off very kindly; leaving the Bones of the Toes, 
Metatarſus and Tarſus, bare and carious, which were 
afterwards cut off. About the Middle of November, the 
Ends of the Tibia and Fibula were almoſt covered with 
a firm Cicatrix; the Patient was well in all other Re- 
ſpects, able to walk about with a wooden Leg, and 
has continued from that Time in perfect Health. 


Mr. John Shepton, from Ruſhworth, gives another In- 
ſtance of a Mortification in the Foot, which had ſpread 
to the Bones, from an internal Cauſe, with a violent 
Fever and inordinate Pulſe, cured by the Bark. Only 
in this Caſe it was adminiſtered in the Remiſſion of 
the Fever. And of another from an external Caule, 
happily cured by the ſame Means.

For three Weeks from this Time all 
went on well; except that the Patient was troubled with 
a Rheumatic Gout, which uſed to afflict him in Win- 
ter. In the mean Time he had no Fever and his Ap- 
petite was good.. But on the 19th of December, his 
8 became weaker, and a Pain of the injured 
Part enſued with encreaſing bad Symptoms, and on 
the 4th Day after, there was a manifeſt Tendency to 
a Gangrene. Recourſe was therefore had to the Bark 
in the ſame Manner as at firſt; and within eight Hours, 
when. he had ſcarce taken three Doſes, the good Effects 
were ſurprizingly viſible. With tlie following Doſe the 
Tumor ſunk and a laudable Pus flowed. For three 
Days after he took two Scruples at a Time twice a 
Day; and Half an Ounce a Week for ſix Weeks after. 
He had no Complaints after this, and in the 4th Month 
the Cure was compleated.

1. If the Body be cold or- moiſt, very great Mo- 
detation in Meat and Drink is requiſite; the Diet

mould be moderately heating and drying, as Mutton, 
Kid, Rabbet, Pullet, Chicken, Partridge, Pheaſant! 
Poultry and the like, and theſe roaſted; avoiding, Wa- 
ter-Fowl, Fiſh, Herbs, Cheeſe, ſmoaked, ſeaſoned 
and dried Meats, and all groſs and phlegmatic Food. 
The Bread ſhould be Wheaten and well-baked; the 
Drink, medicated Ale or Beer, VIZ. 


Take Chips of Gaiacum, Saflafras, Walnut Tree 
Rind, Roots of ſharp- pointed Dock, Hound's Tongue, 
Filipendula and Fig Wort, each two Ounces; Herb 
Robert and Archangel, of each four Handfuls; 
Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned, a Pound; and hve Mille- 
pedes, a Pint: Prepare all for four Gallons. 


Wine allo is allowed, which will be Aer by an 
Infuſion of Fi ig Wort Root. Water is utterly forbid- 
den. 


In hot and dry Conſtitutions, tending to an heatc, 
a moiſter Diet is allowed; their Meat being boiled, 
with Lettuce, Spinnage, Parfain, Wood Sorrel, and 
the like. To ſome of theſe *tis ſcarce permitted to 

eat any Fleſh; but rather a Milk Diet, or Aſs's Milk; 
tho* Milk will not always be found agreeable; in- 
which Caſe mecicated Broths are uſeful. Pork is for- 
bidden. 


Mild and gentle Air 1s very helpful. Exerciſe 
ought to be enjoined. Sleep in the Day-Time is

gone a copious Salivation for thirty Days; notwithſtand- 
ing which the Diſtemper encreaſed.

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drying in an Oven, he reduced to Powder; and having 
continued taking the ſame for about three Months, 
the Glands were all diſperſed, and his Diſtemper van- 
quiſhed; ſo that being in Fown at the Year's End, 1 
ſaw him with a ſmooth Neck, ſcarce a Veſtige of the 
Diſorder remaining, having, as he expreſſed himſelf, 
Piſfd away the King's Evil, Med. Di&t. in Scrophulo.

Take of the Root of Pilewort, cleaned and bruiſed, 
and Hog's Lard, each a Quantity at Diſcretion ; let 
them be pounded and boiled together, till the Roots 
become dry; repeat this Operation twice, till the Lard 
is well impregnated with the Roots: Thus you have 
an excellent Ointment. 


When the Glands diſcuſs not, but begin to in- 
flame, a Suppuration will enſue. Promote this by the 
ſtronger emollient Suppuratives, as the Roots of 
White Lillies, Briony, Marſhmallows, Sow-Bread, 
wild Cucumbers; to which may be added fat Figs, 

and Pigeon's Dung; and, if the — be very ſlow, 
the Root of Pellitory of Spain, and the Seeds of Staveſ- 
acre and Muſtard. But Care muſt be taken to have a 
perfect Concoction; for if they are opened while any 
Part of the Gland is hard, it will encreaſe and occaſi-

on a Neceſſity of cutting it out, or leaving the Cure 


imperfect. 


- With regard to the Manner of opening them, 
when ſyppurated, Inciſion makes the leaſt Eſchar; 
but if the Struma be large, the Cauſtic gives a larger 
Opening with leſs Pain. Deterge and cleanſe with 
*Paracelſus's Mundificative, Precipitate and the Vitri- 
ol Stone. 


But in old and hard Nodes the Suppuration is ge- 
nearly imperfect. But if you dreſs them two or three 
Days with a Pledget of Baſilicon, you may qualify the 
Heat and moderate the Ulceration; and ſo by inter- 


changeably applying the diſcutient and the lenient 
Ointments, you may happily waſte the whole Gland. 


Sometimes the Swellings protrude in a Fungus, and 
may be thruſt out by paſſing a Spatula under them, 
and the Ulcer may be healed in a few Days.

tainly cures. It is of Uſe alſo in cancerous and in- 
veterate creeping Ulcers. A {mall Quantity of Root 
or Leaves, taken in one's Meat or Drink, gives im- 
mediate Eaſe in the blind Piles.

T once lived where a Medicine was vended of fo 
much Reputation for Imbecilities of the Mother and 
Fœtus, that few Women went through their Time 
without it. I thought it worth taking ſome Pains to 
find out. It proved to be the Miſtura aurea, or Gol- 
den Mixture of F uller, VIZ.

Reuſnerus gives a memorable Inſtance of a Womga, 
who, after having her Life ſeveral Times endangered 
by Abortion, at laſt, about the Middle of her Geſta- 
tion, began every Morning upon an empty Sto- 
mach, to eat a {mall Piece of Bread ſoaked in Malm- 


ſey Wine; by which Means Abortion was — 


prevented. 


Velſchins alſo informs us, chat after a certain Wo- 
man had, notwithſtanding the moſt proper Medicines, 
ſuffered Abortion ſeven Times, he prevented the 
like Misfortyne by Bread and Malmſey Wine, uſed 
as in the former Caſe. (Where Malmſey cannot be 
had, it 1s preſumed that good Malaga Sack, may an- 
ſwer the End.) 


And Hoffman judges that, in order to prevent 
Abortion, there is hardly any more efficacious Medi- 


cine, than toaſted Bread ſoaked in generous Wine, 


with an Audition of aromatic Subſtances, (as Cloves, 


Cinnamon, — &c.) * to the Navel.

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As Pain is always the F orerunner of a Miſcarriage, 
gentle Opiates, mixt with A are admirably 
adapted to prevent an Encreaſe of the Symptoms and 


the Conſequences thereof. The following Form is re- 
commended by Boerhaave, 


Take Blood-Stone powdered, Armenian Bole, and 
Dragon's Blood, of each a Dram; Syrup of Myrtles, 
an Ounce, Solid Laudanum, three Grains; Plantain 
Water, ſix Ounces. Let the Patient take Half an 
Ounce of this Mixture every Quarter of an Hour. 


_ Bleeding is on all Hands recommended upon the 
very firſt Symptoms of a Miſcarriage ; if no conſide. 
rable Evacuation, or Weakneſs render it improper, 
but where there is a F ulneſs of Blood it 1s abſolutely 15 
neceſſary. 


Let the following Cautions however be well ob- 
ſerved. 1. Nothing reſtringent muſt be given, or 
applied, when an approaching Miſcarriage is ſo far 
advanced as to make the preventing jt impoſſible, or 
improbable. 2. No Aſtringents muſt be uſed, when 
there is Reaſon to believe the Fœtus dead. 3. Nor 
muſt Aſtringents be uſed, when a Tenſion and Stric- 
ture of the Uterus make it incapable of a ſufficient 
a. and thereby endanger a Miſcarriage. 

But no Precautions are fo effectual, as thoſe taken 
betwixt a Miſcarriage and the next Impregnation. 
At leaſt Nineteen out of Twenty Miſcarriages, that 
are habitual, are cauſed by a general Laxity of the 
Habit, or particular Relaxation of the Uterus. This 
is induced by uſing inſufficient Exerciſe, or none at 
all ; by ſitting up late, and ſeeping long in a Morn- 


ing 
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ing, and by keeping themſelves always warm. Ano- 
ther pernicious Cuſtom, contributing hereto, is the 
drinking of warm Liquors. This, in ſome mor- 
bid Caſes, may be neceſſary as a Medicine; but it is 
the utmoſt Imprudence to make it habitual in Health. 
For hence come Indigeſtion, low Spirits, Hyſterics, 
and Obſtructions of all Kinds, the Parents of Chro- 
nical Diſtempers. All theſe Effects have been charged 
upon Tea: But warm Water, in the ſame Quantities, 
is capable of all theſe Miſchiefs, without any Tea, 
The Cauſes of this univerſal Laxity direct us to the 
Cure; which muſt be attempted as ſoon as the Wo- 
man 1s recovered of one Miſcarriage, in order to pre- 
vent another, the next Time ſhe . ſhall be with 
Child. 


This therefore 1s to be obtained, by daily moderate 
Exerciſe; as walking in freſh Air, Geſtation in Wheel 
Carriages, or which 1s beſt of all by riding with a 
gentle Motion, as Trotting, on Horſeback, for two 
or three Hours: Next to theſe is Friction, or having 
the Body and Limbs well rubbed: (yet beginning more 
cently and every Day encreaſing gradually) with 
warm Flannel Cloths: And this will be ſtill better, 
if the Cloths are firſt impregnated with the Smoke 
of burning Amber, or Maſtich : By going into a 
cold Bed in good Time, and riſing early, and keep- 
ing at a Diſtance from the Fire: By the Uſe of cold 
and auſtere Liquors, and dry Food of eaſy Digeſtion, 
conſiſting chiefly of Bread, Puddings and Roaſt 
Meats: And by keeping the Body tolerably tight 
and braced with the Wearing Apparel. At the ſame 
Fime the following Preſcription will be of great

Nor is any attended with 
more pernicious Conſequences, when injudiciouſly 
ordered. Many Illneſſes are abſolutely owing to too 
large a Quantity of Blood; in which Caſes there is 
of Courſe a Neceſſity for proportionably draining this 
Fluid. In this Work a Variety of Occaſions is point- 
ed out, in which Veneſection is indicated, previouſly 
to, or along with, this or that particular Medicine. 
Yer perhaps it may not be amiſs to collect theſe ſcat- 


tered Direction 8. 


In all inflammatory Diſtempers whatſoever 'tis a 
Kind of Sacrilege to omit it. On the other Side, 
to injoin it in a low, languid, depreſſed State, where 
the Spirits are exhauſted, and Nature unable to ſup- 

ort the leaſt Evacuation, were to expoſe the Patient 
to the utmoſt Hazard. So that it ſhould be con- 
ftantly directed (and repeated according to the Vio- 
tence and Duration of the Malady, in Pleuritic and 
Peripneumonic Diſorders, during ihe frſs few Days 
of thoſe painful Attacks.

In large Abſceſſes, where there is an exceſſive Tur- 
gency from the Flux of Humours, and a great Op- 
reſſion of Nature from immoderate Heat, Bleeding 
ought to be directed. For by drawing away ſome 
Blood, the Suppuration 1s more happily — ; 
both in Point of Time, and in the compleat 
charge of the morbific Matter, 


Likewiſe in the Small-Pox (for which Obſervation 
the Public is obliged to Dr. Mead) Bleeding, and 
that repeated 1n ſome Caſes, may be ordered advan- 
tageoufly in plethoric or full Habits, at any Period 
of the Diſtemper. But in the Caſe of Children, who 
have Twitchings of the Nerves before the Eruption, 
it muſt by no Means be uſed ; having been found to 
render the Diteaſe mortal 1 in chat Situation.

I. Of the inoculated SMALIL- Px. 


E have ſaid fo little of Inoculation in the preced- 
ing Sheets, and the new Method of treating it and 
the extraordinary Management of it in the natural Way, 
(which fo much engage the public Attention,) that we have 
readily complied with the Requeſt of thoſe, who have delired 
a particular Account of both, for the Benefit of Mankind. 
The public Spirit of Dr. Dzm/dale, and of the Author 
of the General Method, have enabled us to give full Satis- 
faction in theſe Articles. | 5 
But however ſafe the Practice appears to be, the former 
of theſe is by no Means for inoculating Children under two 
Years old; the ſeveral Diſorders to which they are then 
expoſed, being ſufficiently difficult of themſelves. Beſides, 
they are not only too young to ſubmit to the neceilary Meas: 
ſures, but being full of Humours, are ſubject to a larger Share 
of Puſtules, than thoſe who are older. All above this Age 
may undergo the Operation more freely.

Few Conſtitutions 
need to be excluded the Benefit of it. Chronical Diſ- 
orders, Scrophulous, Scorbutic and Arthritic Habits, un- 
wieldy Corpulency, even Intemperance and Irregularity 
are not ſufficient Objections. All ſuch having paſſed 
through the Diſeaſe with as much Eaſe and Satety, as the

The Ends of Preparation are, 1. To reduce thoſe in high 
Hee alth to a lower and more ſecure State. 2. To raiſe 
thoſe who are too low: And to diſcharge, as far as poſſible, 


all Crudities and their Effects. Some begin nine or ten 


ays before the Qperation; many but a Week; others 


Fe der firſt, and then begin. By thoſe in high Health 


the following Regimen muſt be ſtrictly complied with, from 


the firſt Da 8 Preparation, viz. they muſt abſtain from all 


Fiſh, Fle Broths, Butter (except in Pye-Cruſt), 
Cheeſe, Eggs (except in Puddings), Pepper, all Spices, 
and all Things elſe of a manifeſt heating Quality ; from all 
ſpirituous Liguors, from Wine, Perry, Cyder, and Malt 
Liquors, except fine Small-Beer which may be allowed 
ſparingly. For Breakfaſt, they may have weak Green 
Tea, Coffee, Chocolate, Water-Gruel, ſkimmed Milk, 
thin Milk-Pottage, 1th dry Toaſt, dry Bread, ordinary 
Cake, Honey and Bread, or dry Bread and Water only, 
which laſt is preferable. For Dinner, Plain or Plumb-Pud- 
dings, or light Dumplins, with a Sauce of boiled Flour 
and Water and a little Vinegar ſweetened with Sugar or 
Honey; Rice-Pudding, Apple-Pudding or Pye, Milk, 
Rice-Milk, Sago, Gruel, Greens, Roots and Vegetables 
prepared or raw, except on. phiyfical Days, when Broths are 


allowed, 4 they abſtain from unprepared Vegetables. 


Care muſt be taken that they do not overload their Sto- 
machs even with this Kind of Food. "Their Drink muſt be 
Water with a Toaſt in it, Milk and Water, Lemon and 
Vater, or Imperial Water. 

During the Pretarci;o muſt be taken at nearly equal 
Diſtances of Time, three Doſes of the following Powder, 
made into Pills, or mixed with a little Syrup or Jelly, at 
Bed-time; and an Cunce of Clau ther's Salts (or more, if 
tais be not ſufiicient to procure ſix or eight Stools) diſſolv-

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ed in thin Water-Gruel, each ſucceeding Morning: viz. 
Calomel and Compound Powder of Crabs Claws, of each 
eight Grains; of Emetic Tartar one eighth Part of a Grain: 
Mix: And let the Mixture be carefully performed. In- 
ſtead of the Emetic Tartar, Dr. Dim/dale ſometimes ſub- 
ſtitutes two Grains of precipitated Sulphur of Antimony. 
The Kent and Suſſex Operators preſcribe Over-Night ten 
Grains of Calomel and two Grains of factitious Cin- 
nabar, or Æthiop's Mineral, well mixt together and made 
into two or three Pills with a few Crumbs of Bread moiſ- 
tened : For in this Form they are not fo liable to touch the 
Teeth and Gums, which ſhould be avoided ; and the next 
Morning the Glauber's Salts. After the Salts, drink freely 
of thin Water-Gruel, Cheeſe Whey, or weak Green Tea, 
till fix or eight Stools are procured. Reſt one or two Days 
after, and then in the Evening take another Doſe of the 
Powder, and the next Morning Glauber's Salts as before ; 
and ſo on till three Doſes of each have been taken. If the 
Powder ſhould be vomited up again immediately, then the 
Salts are to be taken as ſoon as the Sickneſs is over. If the 
Pov ders chance to ſalivate (which very rarely happens, and 
will be known by the Soreneſs of the Gums, the Looſeneſs

Thoſe of the ſecond Claſs require a milder Courſe of 
Medicine, rather of 'the Alterative, than Purgative, Kind, 
and, in ſome Caſes, an Indulgence in light animal 
Food, and a Glaſs or two of Wine, eſpecially in advanced 
Age. | | | = 
I or Infants, a Drachm of Manna, diſſolved in warm 
Milk and Water, is ordered for eight or ten Days together. 
But if the Child's wet Nurſe is prepared, that is ſufficient. 
Children, from One to Five or Six Years old, take from 
one Grain to two Grains and a Half of the Powders pre- 
ſcribed by the Kent and Suſſex Operators; from Six to 
Ten, four Grains; and from Ten to Sixteen, ſix Grains; 
according to their Conſtitutions : Patients above Sixty ; fix 
or eight Grains. But the particular State of Health, of 
every Perſon that offers, ſhould be previouſly enquired in- 
to, and the Doſes proportioned accordingly. 
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Of the Orzzarion. | 

The Day after the laſt Doſe of Salts, the Perſon being 
free from a Fever, let the Operation be performed. The 
Patient is to be in the ſame Houle, and, if he has no Ob- 
jection; in the ſame Room (for no ill Conſequence has 
ever been obſerved from it) with one who has the Diſorder 
near its Height, from whom the Matter is to be taken. 
If this Perſon had it b Inotulation, the Matter is to be 
taken upon the Point of a Lancet from the Place of Inſer- 
tion; if in the Natural Way, from any ripe Puſtule, fo 
that both Sides of the Point may be moiſtened. With 
this Lancet make two Incifions, a little diſtant from each 
other, between the Elbow and Shoulder, deep enough to 


_ pats through the Scarf-Skin and touch the Skin itſelf, about 


one-eighth of an Inch long. Then ſtretch open the Incifion 
between the Finger and Thumb, and moiſten it with the 
infected Matter, by gently wiping the flat Side of the Lan- 
cet upon it. Apply neither Plaiſter, Bandage, nor Cover- 
ing. Neither 1s there the leaſt Difference, either in Point 
of Certainty of Infection, the Progreſs, or the Event, 
whether the Matter be taken from the Natural or Inocu- 
lated Small-pox ; nor, if from the laſt, whether it be ta- 
ken before or at the Criſis. If no Patient is at Hand to 
take the Matter from, a Thread may be uſed as in the com- 
mon Manner. Some dip the Point of a Lancet in vario- 
lous Matter, then hold it in the Air till 'tis dry; after 
which it is cloſed and kept in the Caſe for Uſe. With 
this prepafed Lancet they raiſe the Scarf-Skin obliquely, 
and keep the Lancet a little Time in Motion between the 
two Skins, that Part of the Matter may be mixed with the 
animal Juices. The Lancet is then withdrawn and the In- 
cifion left uncovered as before. For this is always of Con- 
ſequence, as it enables us to form a Judgment of the Pro- 
grels and to prevent Inconveniencies, | 


Of the PROGRESS. 


The Effect of the Operation is ſometimes known in a 
few Hours, by ſharp Pains darting up to the Shoulder, a 
Shivering, a red Tumor on the Arm, or a ſmall Riſing 
where the Matter was applied. In others there is little Altera- 
tion for a Day or two. If the Inciſion is viewed with a Lens 

. on 
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on the ſecond Day, there generally appears an Orange-co- 
loured Stain about it. If the Stain be large, the Eruption 
will be ſmall; if ſmall, a large Eruption is expected, and 


the Powders and Salts are freely adminiſtered. But on 


this Day Dr. D:im/aale uſually gives the following Medi- 
eine at Bed- time, mixed with a little Jelly, or rather made 
into a Pill: Take Calomel and Compound Powder of Labs 
Claws, of each thre Grains, Emetic Tartar one-tcath of a 


Grain. A Quantity of this Medicine ſhould be carefully 


prepared at once, to make the Diviſion more exact. On 
the fourth or fifth Day a Hardneſs is perceivable by the 
Touch, the Part itches, is ſlightly inflamed, and a clear 


© Fluid appears under a Sort of Bladder, like a ſuperficial 
Burn. About the ſixth, a Pain and Stiffneſs i 18 commonly 


felt in the Arm-pit, which foretells the near Approach of the 
eruptive Symptoms, and is a favourable Sign. On the ſe- 


venth or eighth Day, oſtener on the laſt, thoſe Symptoms 
arrive; ſuch as Pains in the Head and Back, ſucceeded by 


Shiverings and Heats, by Turns, which continue more or 


leſs, till the Eruption is completed. A diſagrecable Taite 


in the Mouth is alſo common, the Breath is fetid, and the 
Smell badly altered. The Inflammation in the Arm 8 
faſt ; the Inciſions appear, through a Glaſs, ſurrounded 
with a vaſt Number of ſmall confluent Puſtules, 0 in- 


creaſe in Size and Extent, The ſeveriſh Symptoms are for 
the moſt Part ſo mild as rarely to require Ailiſtance, except 


a Repetition of the ſame Medicine, that was directed on the 
ſecond Night after the Inoculation. On the next Morning 
take Infuſion of Sena two Ounces, Manna Half an Ounce, 


Tincture of Jalap two Drachms. Theſe are given as ſoon 


as the eruptive Symptoms are perceivable, if they ſeem to 
indicate any uncommon Degree of Vehemence. On the 
tenth or eleventh Day, a Circular or Oval Effloreſcence ſur- 
rounds the Inciſion, ſometimes extending near half round 


the Arm, but oftener of the Size of a Shilling, ſmooth 


and not painful. This ſhews the whole Affair to be over, 


and every diſagreeable Symptom ceaſes 
If the fore-mentioned Appearances come early, they 


frets | a very favourable Event.

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times on the fifth and even the ſixth Day, it may ſeem 
doubtful, whether the Infection has taken Place. This 
implies a late and untoward Diſeaſe. The Powder or Pill 
laſt- mentioned is then to be taken each Night, and, if it 
does not operate by Stool, or the Patient is at all coſtive, 
an Ounce of Glauber's Salts, or the laxative Draught, 
preſcribed in the preceding page, is given in the Morning, 
once or twice, as the Caſe may require. This Courſe for- 
wards the Inflammation. 
| Inftead of confining the Patient when the Symptoms of the 

eruptive Fever come on, he is charged, as ſoon as the Purge 
has operated, to keep abroad in the open Air, be it ever fo 
cold, as much as he can bear, and to drink cold Water, if 
thirſty ; ; always taking Care to keep walking moderately 
while abroad. However hard this may ſeem to the Patient, 
or ſingular to the Reader, the Effects are ſo ſalutary, 
and ſo conſtantly confirmed by Experience, and an eafy 
Progreſs through the whole Diſeaſe depends ſo much up- 
on it, that no Exception is allowed, unleſs the Weather be 
exceſſively ſevere indeed, and the Conſtitution very delicate. 
This is ſo true, that in the few Inſtances where the Symptoms 
have run very high, the Patients dreading Motion and cold 
as the greateſt Evils, yet when they have been perſuaded 
to riſe and go out of Doors, tho' perhaps led by two Aſ- 
 ſiſtants, and have been ſuffered to drink as much cold Wa- 
ter, as they choſe, they have never found any ill Conſe- 
quence. On the contrary, their Spirits revive, an Appetite 
returns, they reſt well, and a gentle Sweat ſucceeds with a 
favourable Eruption, nd the Fever ſeems wholly extin- 
guiſhed. In general, the Complaints in this State are few; 
the Patient eats and ſleeps well; a few Puſtules appear, 
ſometimes equally diſperſed ; and ſometimes the Inflammati- 
ons on the Arm ſpread and are ſurrounded with a few Puſ- 
tales, which ripen gradually ; the Eruption proceeds kindly ; 
and 'tis more difficult to prevent the Patients from mixing 
with the Public, than it was before to induce them to go 
abroad; Medicine is ſeldom wanted; cool Air is the beſt 
Cordial; and if any uncommon Languor happens, a Ba- 
fon of ſmall Broth, or a Glaſs of Wine, is allowed in the 
Day, or a little White Wine Whey at Bed-time : Which 


indeed are at ny Time allowed to tender, aged, or weakly 
Perions, 


 — 
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perſons. With theſe Exceptions, they are kept ferupu- 


louſly to the Regimen. But after the Eruption is comple- 
ted, they are indulged, if there be Occaſion, with a little 
well boiled Chick, Veal, or Mutton. 

Alarming Symptoms and a large Eruption are almoſt 
univerſally prevented by this Method, and the Generality of 


Patients amuſe themſelves abroad, within proper Limits, 
with the Puſtules out upon them. In fact, the moſt Ad- 


venturous have the beſt Spirits, and are freer from Com- 

laints than others who are inclined to keep within Doors. 
They, who have no Eruption but on the inoculated Part, 
ſoon go about their uſual Affairs, with a Charge not to 


ſpread the Diſtemper, and to take two or three Times of the 


above Purge of Sena, Manna and Jalap, or of Glauber's 
Salts: They who have more of it are confined longer, 
and, if at all coſtive, a mild Laxative is nowand then exhi- 
bited, by which Maturation is rather forwarded than retarded. 
| Maturation being completed, the Patients gradually 
change their Diet; but a Return to animal Food and fer- 


mented Liquors is ſtrictly recommended to all with much 


Caution and Reſtraint. 

The incifed Part commonly heals up of itſelf with a 
Scab. But if it continues to diſcharge Matter, cover it 
with white Cerate, or ſome other mild Plaiſter, to defend 
it from the Linen and Air; giving cent Purgatives and 
mild Alteratives as needful. 

If the Diſtemper be likely to fall heavy at firſt, the F 
Operators of Kent and Suſſer depend upon the Efficacy. of 
the REPELLENT PILL, which is thus made: Take ten 
Grains of Camphire pounded in a Mortar with a few Drops 


of Spirit of Wine, to whieh add twenty Grains of the beſt 


Succotrine Aloes, and ten Grains of Kermes Mineral: 
Pound the Ingredients well together, and ' make the Maſs 
into four Pills, of ten Grains each. One of theſe is given 


on the fourth or fifth Night after Inoculation, and the next _ * + 
Morning Salts ſufficient to carry it off. If the Patjent is 


*of a groſs Habit, he takes two more the ſixth Night, and 
- ſometimes the fourth Pill a Night or two after, with Salts 
as before. But we muſt remark: that, in this Compoſition, 
ſome of the Operators omit the Aloes, and others give no 


Salts after them. Theſe Pills are ſaid to carry off the of- 


Y 4 fending 
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ffending Matter, and /o to leſſen the Number of Puſtules and 

prevent the Confluence. They are given very ſucceſsfully 

in the Natural Way, and are a valuable Compoſition. 

But for inoculated Patients, the Powders and Salts are 

generally ſufficient for every Purpoſe. 

While the Pock is breeding, if per- chance a high Fever 
ſhould ariſe, or be expected, the Patient drinks what ſome 
call Punch, thus made: Boir a Pint of Oats in four 

Pints of Water till ready to burſt; then ſtrain off the Li- 

quor and add an Ounce of Salt-petre; make it palatable 
with Sugar, or Honey, and a little Lemon Juice or Cream 
of Tartar. Others, inſtead of the Sugar and Salt-petre, 
put three Ounces of Syrup of Violets, and one Ounce of 
ſtibiated Nitre. Half a Pint is firſt taken at going to Bed, 
and afterwards as much as the Patient pleaſes. This car- 
ries off the Fever. 

The Patients are ordered to tie an Handkerchief about 
their Heads, and carefully to avoid catching Cold when 
they take the Powders; but, on the intermediate Days, 
follow their Work during the Whole Time. They are in- 
deed cautioned not to exerciſe themſelves till they ſweat; 
for this is judged prejudicial, except wo when the Pock 


is juſt coming out. 


Of IRREGULAR We 


e tho* rarely, great Sickneſs, with Vomiting, 
comes on during the eruptive State. The Patient is then 
ordered to drink plentifully of warm Liquids, to promote 
Vomiting; or, if a full-grown Perſon, to take one Grain 
of Emetic Tartar, mixed with ten Grains of compound 
Powder of Crabs Claws. Care ſhould be taken to leſſen 
the Doſe for very young and weak Subjects. This throws 
off bilious Matter, procures Stools or a moderate Sweat, 
and generally gives Relief. But if no Stool follows, and 
the Sickneſs remains, a gentle Laxative almoſt certainly 
procures a Reſpite, and the Eruption removes the Com- 
plaint. 

2 ometimes a florid Raſh appears Wande the Time of 
Eruption. If it comes only here and there in Patches, it 
is not very alarming and ſoon wears off. But now and 


then the whole Surface of the Skin 1s covered, and it is in- 
timately 
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timately mixed with the variolous E ruption and may be ea- 
ſily miſtaken for the greateſt Malignity. But in this va- 
riolous Raſh there is not ſo much Fever, nor is the Reſtleſſ- 
neſs or Pain of the Head or Loins ſo great, nor that gene- 
ral Proſtration of Strength, which commonly attend the 


Confluent Small- pox with ſuch putrid Appearances. Ard 


there may ſometimes, on a careful Examination, be diſ- 
cerned a few diſtin Puſtules larger than the reſt, mixed 
with the Raj/h, which are the real Small-pox. Theſe Pa- 
tients keep within, and drink Nothing cold, but do not go 
to Bed. If any Sickneſs yet remains, a little White Wine 
Whey, or other moderate Cordial, is adviſed, and prevents 


any alarming Complaint. In two or three Days the Skin 
changes to a duſky Colour, and a few diſtinct Puſtules re- 


main and ripen properly without further Trouble. Theſe 
Rajhes frequently happen during Preparation, and cauſe the 
Operation to be poſtponed, but are apt to return at the 
Time of the Eruption. 

The Symptoms preceding the E ruption uſually com- 
mence on the ſeventh or eighth Day incluſive from the 
Operation ; yet often they come much ſooner, and ſome- 


times much later. The Diſeaſe has happened fo ſuddenly 
after Infection, that the Whole has ended, Purges been 


taken, and the Patient returned home well in a Week's 

Time. But then the inoculated Part ſhews Marks of Infec- 
tion the very next Day, or the Day after, when the Inciſi- 
on often appears conſiderably inflamed and elevated. 
The Patient complains of Chillineſs, Itchings, or ſmall 
pricking Pains in the Part, and ſometimes on the Shoulder, 
Giddineſs or Drowſineſs and a ſlight Head-Ach, ſometimes 
with a feveriſh Heat, but often without. Some feel as if 
they had drank too much, others as if they had caught a 
Cold. Theſe Complaints ſeldom laſt twenty-four Hours, 

have irequent Remiſſions, and never require Confinement. 

At the "Lime of them the Inflammation on the Arm ad- 
vances apace and feels hard ; but, as they wear off, the in- 
flamed Appearances leſſen; the Part dries to a ſmall Scab ; 

the Skin turns livid, and the Party + is well. In ſome In- 
' ſtances theſe Symptoms attack much later, even on the ſe- 
venth or eighth . when an Eruption "might in Conſe- 


quence be expecte ed, yet none appears; but the Arm gets 
wel! 


es — 
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welÞvery ſoon, and the Diſeaſe is at an End. Many Subject 
of this Sort have been inoculated a ſecond Time, and made 
to try all other Means of catching the Infection, yet with- 
out a fingle Inſtance of its producing any Diſorder. 
Sometimes the Diſcolouration round the Inciſion, inſtead 
of being florid, is pale and very little elevated. This does 
not promiſe kindly. Therefore the Alterative Pill is more 
frequently given, and, if it fails to operate by Stool, a Laxa- 
tive is added: By which Means the Diſeaſe is forwarded. 
Sometimes on the Abatement of the Fever and other 
Symptoms, after the Appearance of ſeveral Puſtules, and 
when the eruptive Stage of the Diſeaſe ſeems completed, 
freſh Eruptions come out, and continue ſo to do for four, 
five, or even ſix Days ſucceſſively, preceded ſometimes by 
a ſlight Pain in the Head, but oftener without any. "Theſe 
are generally few, ſhort-lived, and ſeldom ripen. 

Sometimes after a ſlight Eruption and Abatement of 
Symptoms, the Diſeaſe has been prematurely judged to be 
over, and the Patients have returned home; yet conſidera- 
ble Eruptions have happened afterwards. But this has al- 
ways been owing to a too free and unguarded Manner of 
living, or to violent Exerciſe. LN 


II. Of the Natural SMALL-Pox. 


It has been remarked in general, that thoſe who are 
kept warm, and nurſed with moit Tenderneſs, fare worſt 
in the Small-pox. This Obſervation, of the Truth of 
which we have had large Experience, induced us in the 
preceding Sheets to recommend the cool Method of the 
excellent Sydenham, further inforced by the Practice of the 
learned Boerhaaue, as infinitely preferable to any other. 
For the variolous Fever is the great Point, upon the Re- 
ſtraint of which the Patient's Life principally depends: 
And our Endeavours ſhould be, not to forward, but to 
prevent, as much as may be, any Eruption, And this is 
the Principle, upon which the new Management proceeds: 
Inſomuch that one of the Patrons of it, a very diligent 
Obſerver, candidly confeſſes that in this Reſpect we ſhall 
be found to have improved but little upon the judicious 
 $ydenham's cool Method of treating the Diſeaſe. 
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The new Prafice under Inoculation is ſo very different 
from all former Management, that the Minds of many 
were very juſtly alarmed, and the moſt fatal Conſequences 
expected to enſue from it. Yet, on the contrary, the Suc- 
ceſs of it has been amazing and almoſt incredible. The 
Proofs of its Utility and Safety are irreſiſtible; being atteſ- 
ted by many Thouſands, who have experienced the Bene- 
fitof it. This Conſideration reaſonably induced the benevo- 
lent Dr. Dim/dale to try what Effects the ſame Sort of 
Treatment, diſcreetly applied, might have upon the Natu- 
ral Small-pox. And out of about 40: Patients, who have 
been managed in this Manner, under his own Care and 
Inſpection, not one has died. His Way is, to get the ſick 
Perſon into the open Air, to give, generally, the Mercu- 
rial and Antimonial Pill, and a Laxative fome Hours af- 
ter it, to procure three or four Stools. This Method has 
been particularly enjoined, and ſometimes repeated, where 
the Sort has appeared bad, and little Relief has been 
found from the partial Eruption ; the Symptoms continu- 
ing to be ſuch as portended great Danger. The fame Me- 
thod has been followed during every Part of the eruptive 
Fever, with Intention to abate its Violence, - check the 
Eruption, and prevent the Conflux and conſequently the 
Danger. And the Succeſs has hitherto exceeded Expec- 
tl Wo ED (Oe | 

Going inte the open Air very greatly abates the Heat 
upon the whole Surface of the Skin, which, tho* before 
intenſely hot, in a ſhort Time feels not much warmer than 
that of a Perſon in Health; the Pulſe becomes leſs hard 
and full; but is ſtill quick and ſometimes intermits, which, 
however alarming, is not a dangerous Symptom. The 
Pain in the Head is always relieved by it, tho' that in the 
Back and Loins does not abate in Proportion, The 
Patients are ſenſible of the Benefits of it, and generally 
think themſelves ſtronger. On going within, the Pain 
in the Head grows worle, but is again relieved by return- 
ing into the open Air. 0 

The Effects of the Medicines are uſually theſe : Where 
much Sickneſs at Stomach has been, a Vomiting frequent- 
ly happens ſoon after the Pill. This ſhould be promoted 
by drinking plentifully of warm Diluents ; and, till the 
EG | Fatigue 
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Fatigue occaſioned by it is over, the Patient ſhould not go 
abroad. By this, and the ſucceeding Stools, the Heat, 
Thirſt, 'Sickneſs and Pains are abated. The Patients in- 
deed are low and faint, but the moſt urgent Symptoms are 
alleviated and the Appetite mends. They are then allow- 
ed to drink thin Mutton or Chicken Broth, Milk Pottage, 
or Tea. And now Sleep comes on, which they may take 
upon the Bed, but muſt not go into it till Night. 
— Hence it appears that the eruptive Fever, and its Symp- 
toms, may be greatly mitigated by this Practice, and the 
Eruption 1s retarded : And the ſlower and later that comes 
out in the Natural Way, the milder the ſubſequent Diſor- 
der is. But this is not all, for there is ſtrong Reaſon to 
believe that the Number of Puſtules has been actually di- 
miniſhed by it, and thoſe that remained have ſeemed larger 
and of a milder Kind. | 
In that Stage of the Diſtemper, from the Eruption to 
the Maturation, when it has been heretofore uſual to leave 
the whole Buſineſs to Nature, Dr. Dim/aale ventures to re- 
commend the ſame Medicine preſcribed before : Take Calo- 
mel and Compound Powder of Crabs Claws, of each three 
Grains, Emetic Tartar one-tenth of a Grain. This is 
to be repeated at proper Invervals till the Maturation ad- 
vances, when it muſt be diſcontinued. A Cupfull of the 
following Apozem ſhould, if neceſſary, be now and then 
taken, after the Mercurial Medicine, often enough to pro- 
cure three or four Stools every Day, eſpecially if the Pa- 
tient be coſtive: Take Cream of Tartar two Drachms ; 
Manna one Ounce : Diſſolve them in one Quart of Barley- 
Water, or the Pectoral Drink. | 8 
How fafe it may be to venture into the open Air during 


this Stage of the Diſeaſe, he does not pretend to fay ; but 


that they will certainly be refreſhed and invigorated by being 
kept out of Bed as much as may be, without being over- 
fatigued, and by freſh Air let in ſometimes through an 
open Window. And the Strength and Spirits, waſted by 
the preceding Fever, ſhould now be recruited by thin mild 
Broths or Milk-Pottage, as much as the Stomach will take 
without Offence, and, if need be, with Medicines of a 


cordial and anodyne Quality. | 
| | | One 
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One Medicine he particularly recommends in the Stage 
of Maturation, which has been found to abate Heat and 
. alay Thirſt, fo as to afford a very pleaſing Refreſhment : 
Take of the weak Spirit of Vitriol one Part, of the ſweet 
Spirit of Vitriol two Parts: Mix. The Quantity of Half 
an Ounce of this may be added to a Quart or three Pints 
of Barley-Water, or the Pectoral Drink, or any other 
Diluent, and to be drank at Pleaſure. 1 

It appears from Dr. Ru/ton's Eſſay on Inoculation, that 
this Management, in the inoculated Small-pox particularly, 
nearly agrees with the American Practice. And we are of 
his Opinion, that the wonderful Succeſs of it is not to be 
imputed to any one Circumſtance , but that the cool Regi- 
men, the Manner of communicating the Infection, the 
Ireſh Air and the Medicines, are all neceſſary to ſecure ſo 
tavourable an Iſſue to the Diſtemper. 
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
